A few albums have been deleted for about a year = Surfin' U.5.A., 
Concert, Xmas Album, Summer Days, Party. I hope this is of some interest to 
you all even if it is bad news. Amanda Stacey informs me that the following 
albums ere available from G.I. Records, 306, Raeburn Place, Bdinburgh.

Scotland. Cost £2.90 each post free, all imports, Surfin' U.S.A., Surfer Girl,

The news of the tour cancellation must have reached eery daily paper and pop 
magazine in the world. If yu bought a Wembley ticket you should have sent it 
back by now. You will get an automatic refund from the other venues so keep 
your tickets as souvenirs. We are all very disappointed I know, but we should 
not get angry at the Boys. It was probably too early, so now it gives us time 
to prepare for next time. Carl Wilson was reported to be nearly in tears when 
Dave Clarke, the tour manager, flew to the States to try and salvage the tour. 
It appears that there are internal pressures. The press seem to think we are 
all going to give up buying Beach Boys records for good, but what we must do in 


the near future is to increase our support for the Boys and let them know we 
still love them all, even though we're disappointed. 


Now on to happier news. The new record to be released on the 23rd, July contains 
4 songs taken from the last 4 albums, “Marcella-Rockand Roll Music-Sail On 
Sailor“and from the new album,“Mona. It comes with a picture sleeve and costs 
just 75p. Now's our chance to let ‘em know we still like the Boys and, I'm sure 
we could push it into the charts. I've started off by ordering 10 copies. I've 
also bought some copies of the new U.S.A, single "Honkin Down The Highway/Solar 
System" from Record Corner, 27, Bedford Hill, Balham. SW12 9EX. It cost 80p 
plus 10p postage. ‘Honkin is a remix of the album version. 


Several skateboard records are now on the market and I've made sure of my copies. 
Ricky and the Kween Teens "Skate Out" comes with a picture sleeve. Then there's 
Street Kid "Skateboard Harmony" and Slick Willie "Sidewalk Surfing-Skateboarding". 
Chris White has a new single out called "Don't Worry Baby" a nice version of that 
great song. Some of the press have given real stinkers though. 


The new Beach Boys album is to be set for a September release. It will probably 

be called "Adult Child". Tracks to be included are Life Is For The Living - Hey 
There Little Tomboy - Deep Purple — Help Is On The Way — Its Over Now — 

Everyone's Got To Live — Shortnin' Bread - Lines = On Broadway - Games — Basebalil- 
Still I Dream Of It = and possibly the old Spencer Davis hit "Gimme Some Loving". 
American Spring is to have a new single out soon called "Heaven". 


Yes, Brian is in full operation and is apparently working non-stop in the studios, 
complete with a Charles Bronson style haircut.

This morning in the mail I received the most remarkable album; "Hawthorne Hot- 

shots" (Brother /Caribou) is the end product of a rare instance of record industry 

co-operation, involving the pooling of masters owned by Capitol Records, Ode 

Records, Warner—Reprise Records and Brother Records to produce a compilation 

album which at last encapsulates the most interesting and hard to find obscurit— 

ies issued under the Beach Boys banner between 1963 and 1974. The necessity for 

such a gathering—together-in-one—place-at—one—time album has existed for years, 

and for years it has been a situation which the countless compilations and re- 

issues issued by both Capitol and Warner—Reprise have failed to rectify. But all 

this changes with the forthcoming availability of "Hawthorne Hotshots" as this 

track listing will illustrate:

I feel its in order with such an unusual and unexpected album to give a brief 
rundown on each track for the henefit of anyone who perhaps isn't familiar with 
all the cuts. "Be True To Your School" first saw the light of day as the flip to 
"In My Room". It isn't the version that appears on the "Little Deuce Coupe" 

album but is a rather more meatier job: much heavier production and fuller sound; 
the Honeys contribute the cheerleaders parts, and the vocals possess all the 
macho swagger the album version so definitely lacks. cf. "Be True To Your School" 
Papa Doo Run Run RCA 2620 1975. Original catalogue number is Capitol 5069. 


"The Lord's Prayer" came out as the flip to the previous cuts follow-up, "Little 
Saint Nick" (Capitol 5096315772). There isn't much to say about this beyond the 
fact that its a beautiful arrangement and treatment; albeit unlikely material for 
beer swilling surfers and hot rodders. cf. "Our Prayer" on "20/20" Capitol E-ST 


13550 
"Wouldn't It Be Nice" was recorded live, hence the curious production credit, 
i - during the Beach Boys appearance at the Big Surf Folk Festival in August of 1970. 


Issued as a 45 on Ode 66016 it opens with the simple introduction of "Oh, the 

name of this song is . ." and they're off on a light and joyful celebration of 
teenage sexuality. The instrumentation is sparse and basic, although a horn 

chorus obtrudes towards the climax, but the vocals are plain and glorious; 2 mins 
5 secs. of sunkissed magic. This was also available on a live album, "Celebration" 
Ode SPX 77008, which unfortunately contains no more Beach Boys material but 
includes performances from the likes of Linda Ronstadt, Country Joe McDonald(I 

} wonder if the reference in 'Ualifornia Saga/California" dates from this occasion), 
Merry Clayton and Joan Baez. 


"Lady" is the flip of a 45 (Stateside 2184) issued as Dennis Wilson and Rumbo. 
Those involved, besides Dennis on lead vocals, drums and piano, were Daryl 

Dragon on moog and piano, and Carl who played guitar and added backup vocals with 
Brian. Apparently both sides were cut just 3 days before the bands British tour 
and subsequently issued on December Ath, Dennis' birthday. At the time the music 
press were full of hints and rumours concerning the Beach Boys involvement in 
individual projects following the establishment of Brother Records. Brian, Carl, 
Alan, Mike and Bruce were all either cutting or about to begin cutting solo reco-— 
rds, besides various independent production work; and an interview during their 
British tour Dennis stated that "I intend to follow it (the 45) up by next April 

i (1971) with a solo album called "Poops" or maybe "Hubba Hubba", Well, as we all 

. know Dennis did cut a solo album, the release date of which is mid June 1977.

Anyway, "Lady" is a beautiful cut, the moog imitating soft surf guitar and a 
majestic string arrangement (cf. Dennis' two cuts on "Carl and The Passions") over 
which Dennis' rough voice croons with unexpected gentleness. The result is quite 
breathtaking and certainly ill-deserving to remain buried on an obscure single. 
cf. "Fallin' In Love" American Spring, Columbia 45834 1973. The same song re-titled 
and produced by Brian and David Sandler. 


"We've Got Love" has an interesting history. As I guess everyone knows the original 
"Holland" album was rejected by Warner—Reprise; Brian subsequently 'composed! the 
splendid "Sail On Sailor" and with the substitution of one for the other, the 
album was accepted and released. However, some German copies of "Holland", despite 
sleeve credits to the contrary, contain "We've Got Love" as the final cut on the 
second side. A pity, after all that, that its such a letdown as a song. Musically 
the track is competent enough, but I find Mike Love's brand of overt TM PR diffi- 
cult to take. cf. with version on "In Concert" double album. 
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"You're Welcome" exhibits one of my favourite sides of Brian Wilson and, as 
with Dennis' solo cuts, this just doesn't deserve to be forgotten as a mere 
throwaway flipside. Mistakenly, I feel,everyone lauded the A side "Heroes and 
Villains" (Brother 1001/Capitol 15510) as the inspired work it was and dis- 
missed "Welcome" as simple, obvious, and therefore unworthy of critical atten- 
tion. In fact its a imin. 17sec. diamond chip of Brian's vocal charm and humour. 
In spirit and execution its "Smiley Smile" and is possessed of that swirling, 
mantra=like quality of, say, "Whistle In"; simply childlike and innocent. 


"Sound Of Free" is of course the A side of "Lady". Lyrically it appears to be 
merely simplistic and naive love and peace sloganing, but information can be 

educative and suddenly the message strikes home; one frighteningly-similar in 
nature to the mansonistic ambiguity of "Never Learn Not To Love". Disturbing. 


"Susie Cincinatti" originally appeared as the flip of "Add Some Music To Your 
Day" (0894), The Beach Boys first recording issued under their new contract with 
U.S. Warner-Reprise. I'm inclined to agree with Dennis! opinion of it as "a silly 
piece of . ..". It is interesting in that it features one of Brian's last issued 
recorded excursions on bass guitar. This version was also available on the 
American Warner Bros. loss leader album, "Appetizers" (PRO 569). cf. versions on 
i flipside of "Child Of Winter" 45 (Reprise 1321) and (b) on "15 Big Ones" 
Reprise 54079). Can you spot the difference? Let me know. 


"Cuddle Up" was one of the highlights of the Beach Boys blandest albums, but the 
mix for the U.S. 45 (Reprise 1091) is substantially different and to my mind 
superior. 


"Child Of Winter" (Christmas song) (Reprise 1321) was issued on Christmas Eve in 
the States and swiftly withdrawn. Seemingly an attempt to evoke the Beach Boys 
christmas album; a demo sound skeleton of organ vamps and sleighbells with lyrics 
which deal out a series of christmas card cliche images and Brian contributing a 
little insert on Magic Transistor Radio voice. Bizarre, very bizarre. 


"Celebrate The News" is another great cut from the musically overlooked Dennis, 
previously only available as the flip to the equally splendid "Breakaway" . 
(Capitol 2530/15598/15882). Starts off as a midpace tale of bad luck and let- 
downs, Slowly building as Dennis announces ".. bad lucks in the past. .. there's 
been a change . . " and the whole thing swells into a neo-spectre slab of sound 
as wave after wave of dense vocals/percussion comes crashing down. A budget epic= 
play it loud$ 


"Cool Cool Water". Yes, this is the "Sunflower" cut, remixed and edited by Carl 

at the suggestion of Mo Ostin for 45 issue backed with "Forever" (Reprise 0998). 
Carl has stated he prefers it to the album version and apparently it approximates 
more closely the "Smile" cut.

I quote ",. . re. the test pressing of HAWTHORNE HOTSHCTS 
recently sent to you, please return said record to above address immediately. 
This record has been withdrawn from schedule indefinitely . .".

Q. What is a Pentletone? 
A. It is the name given to the blue and white striped shirts that surfers wore 
on the beach. The Beach Boys made it their stage uniform from 1962 — 67. 


Q. Did Van Dyke Parks release a solo album and if so what was the title? 
A. Yes he did, on Warner Brothers 1727 and the title was "Song Cycle". A single 
came off the album called "Number Nine". It wasn't released in England. 


Q. Who was the Beach Boys manager in the early days? 

A. This was the boys dad, Murray Wilson, who took charge of them from 1962-65. 
He left the management side through differences of opinions with Brian and 
the boys, although he still kept up his post at the groups publishers "Sea 


of Tunes". Sadly, Murray passed away in 1973. 


Qe What was the kst surfing song the Beach Boys recorded? 

A. The last song the sand lads recorded as a true surfsong was "Don't Back 
Down" which showed Brian at his best with his high voice. It is on the "All 
Summer Long" album, and although it is deleted you can still obtain the same 
album on the Music For Pleasure label which costs much less than normal 
prised.

When readers of Beach Boys Stomp read this they will wonder if I'm a fan at all. 
But, remarkable as it may seem, I am. I think we all agree with Paul liggett that 
"15 Big Ones" was an embarrassment, or as he put it "a series of exercises". But 
was it? Is:"Beach Boys Love You" as good as its made out to be or is it as good 
as anything they will ever record again? Let's be honest, Brian Wilson's vocals 
are the worst in the band, so it would be better for all concerned if he packed 
in singing. 

secondly why has the band started working on solo projects after so long, as 
reported in the last news sections, even Dennis was quoted as Saying he was dis= 
Satisfied with the albums, and the Oldies album should have been shelved for 
later. (N.M.E. 16.4.77). But he was out-voted on that score. Now lets take a 
look at both albums, first "15 Big Ones". What would you think if I played "Surfs 
Up" then 'dolland" alongside one another, to, shall we Say a person who has never 
heard the band before. My impression is that he/she would not think it was the 
same band. Only their distinguished style might give them away. How can you com= 
pare those two albums alongside "15 Big Ones". Tracks like "Had To Phone Ya" and 
"A Casual Look" aren't to be compared with the likes of "Feel Flows" or "Trader" 
which are classics. I agree with Dennis in that it should have been shelved — 
maybe for good. 

Now on to the so-called Renaissance album, which is nowhere as good as the 
"American Spring" album. An album which featured Wilson's most involved contri- 
butions this decade before this latest episode. The vocal arrangement of the 
Wilson-—Jardine credited "Good Time" on "Spring" outclasses the B.B.L.Y. version 
by miles - Marilyn Wilson shows the boys how to sing it. The Beach Boys L.P's 
are becoming a bit schmalzy, or as one critic put it "diabetics would be warned 
to stay clear". The band seem to te in a time-warp of sorts, trying to retain 
some of their early past glories. Are "Roller Skating Child" and "Honkin Down 
The Highway" glorified or trite versions of "Fun, Fun, Fun" and "I Get Around"? 
Lets hope the next album is a much more involved record, the sort of L.P. we all 
know they are capable of making —- better songs and music etc. Come on lads, you 
gan "Do It Again".

A recent 45 by the band "Airwaves" on Rockfield "So Hard Living Without You" is 
a dead ringer for the B.B's circa "Pet Sounds" era. The Ramones "Sheena Is A FPurk 
Rocker" sounds like it owes quite a debt to "Wendy". Who said the Beach Boys 
should bow out to the new wave - even now they're influencing its very course.
